Aero Practice

It was reported Monday that 
a plane was seen to have crashed 
on the mountain side with its pi¬ 
lot bailing out by parachute. To 
date the Forest Ranger station! 
has been unable to locate any 
evidence of such an accident. 
However, a program was institut¬ 
ed and carried out last Monday 
by the Sheriffs office, Red Cross 
and U.S. Forestry Service work¬ 
ing in unison, as a training for 
such work. The Sheriffs Aero 
Squadron plane dropped food, 
blankets, water and medical sup¬ 
plies to the victims of a sup¬ 
posedly crashed plane over Round 
Top Monday afternoon. The ma¬ 
terial landed within 200 feet of 
the target.

Plan Spreading Grounds at 
Big Santa Anita Dam 

Work has started on construc¬ 
tion of a temporary spreading 
grounds below the Santa * Anita 
dam to insure a greater water 
supply for Sierra Madre. Pasa¬ 
dena, Arcadia and other foothill 
areas, it was made known by Su¬ 
pervisor William A. Smith, Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Supervisors 
and of its flood-control committee. 

“Drilling has started on this 
work and has given rise to the 
report that a new channel is be¬ 
ing constructed.” Supervisor 
Smith said. “This is not the case 
but the direct opposite is true. 
The spreading grounds is designed 
to increase the supply of under¬ 
ground water in the Raymond Ba¬ 
sin. between Foothill Blvd. and 
the dam. It is from this basin 
that Pasadena. Sierra Madre, Ar-

Our own 
Howard Miller, now back in Sier¬ 
ra Madre, who was desperately 
wounded at Iwo Jima, probably 
owes his life to the five pints of 
blood and three pints of plasma 
which he received. As a niie 
plasma is used in the front lines 
I and whole blood administered in 
the hospital.

Silver Star Award 
to Major Collier 

Maj. John Thornton Collier, who 
recently received the aw r ard of 
the Siiver Star for gallantry in 
the Philippines, is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John W. A. Collier, 465 E. 
Highland Ave. Maj. Collier is a 
scion of the Memphis Collier fam¬ 
ily of Civil War renown. The 
citation says Maj. Collier was 
leading his tanks into a burning 
village on Leyte in advance of 
supporting infantry when, in the 
smoke-filled confusion, the tank

NORTHERN ITALY. — Going 
north from Rome the traveler in 
Italy comes upon a succession of 
towns and cities, each one strange 
and beautiful in its layout, rich 
in the arts of architecture, paint¬ 
ing, sculpture, and fabrics, and 
each city unique, different from 
all the others. This is so because 
of their great age and because un¬ 
til 1870 when Garibaldi succeeded 
in the first unification of Italy 
almost every city and town was 
a duchy with its own ruler, a kind 
of city state. Most of them are, 
of course, totally different in plan 
and general appearance from our 
American cities, which have all 
been built since the industrial rev¬ 
olution and most of them for in¬ 
dustrial or commercial purposes, 
whereas the great majority of 
Italian cities, like most other 
European cities, are merely ex¬ 
panded fortresses from ancient 
and medieval times. 

Visiting the hill towns and cities 
north of Rome is everywhere a 
poignant and exciting encounter 
with the slowly fading pomp and 
glory of the Past. There are peo¬ 
ple in modern costume, to be sure, 
and evidences of modern industry 
and commerce, but these are over¬ 
shadowed at first sight by the 
uniqueness and solidity of the 
framework and setting, which is 
of feudal days—and difficult to 
destroy until applied science in 
our century trained its mighty 
eagles to lay their fearful eggs 
in flight. Orvieto, Assisi, Perugia, 
Siena. Arezzo, Urbino, Pisa. Flor¬ 
ence, Ravenna, Ferrara, Bologna, 
Modena. Parma, Verona. Pavia— 
what visions of beauty and tran¬ 
quility surrounded by vineyard 
and olive-crowned hills the mere 
names conjure up! These towns 
and others—all contained in an 
area equal to about half that of 
I owa —gave birth to that new 
flowering of the human mind and 
spirit known as the Renaissance, 
and from this Italv in the early 
1500’s France, England, and the 
German principalities caught the 
new enthusiasm for humanism and 
beauty. 

Only the sentimentalist will for¬ 
get or ignore the presence of hu¬ 
man suffering—blood, torture, as¬ 
sassination, war. pestilence, con¬ 
flagration, and starvation—which 
is woven through the centuries 
into the threads and colors of all 
this beauty which the traveler 
from America gazes upon.

French Hydrangeas: It is that 
time again when you will be 
thrilled with the beauty of the 
delicate blue, pink and rose-colored 
French Hydrangeas. These dwarf 
hybrid Hydrangeas are so much 
superior to the old-fashioned va¬ 
rieties that grew all out of pro¬ 
portion in the garden. The French 
Hydrangeas grow about three feet 
high and if cut back each winter 
will not take up too much room. 
The variety, E. G. Hill, will take 
on the clearest blue if treated 
with either iron rust or alumi¬ 
num sulphate or if the soil has 
become quite acid. Untreated, 
this variety will flower a soft 
clear pink. 

Culture: Plant Hydrangeas un¬ 
der trees or on the north side of 
buildings. Keep them cool and 
moist. Direct sun will wither the 
blossoms. Hydrangeas combine 
well with other shade-loving 
plants such as Camellias, Azaleas, 
Fuchsias, Begonias and Ferns.
